Q Okay, and what is the basis for not 
answering the question that I just posed? 

A As I stated when we first started, I would 
respond to issues and questions surrounding the 
Scholarship Program. 

Q How did you first learn about Idah in 
connection with the Scholarship Program? 

A 1 started actually to receive e-mails and 
stuff, which I think I provided to your office. 1 
dont have that information, so 1 can't say, you know, 
what's in the e-mails and the dates and those kinds of 
things. 

Q Okay. To the best of your memory, when did 
you first receive those e-mails? 

A In 2004. 

Q And who sent the e-mails? Who were the 
e-mails from? 

A The e-mails that I received as relates to 
the Scholarship Program came from Idah via someone in 
her family. 
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Q And other than these e-mails, were there any 
other communications that you had with Idah about the 
Scholarship Program? 

A The e-mails that I received had to do with 
her attending Montgomery College. 

Q Okay, and - 

A So let me go back for a second. If you're 
asking for correspondence as relates specifically to 
the Scholarship Program, that information was later - 
I started getting information initially on Idah 
attending college. 

Q Okay, and why did - sorry. Let me 
rephrase. So the first e-mails were not about the 
Scholarship Program? 

A No. That came later. 

Q When did you first discuss the scholarship 
with Idah? 

A When did 1 first discuss it with Idah? I 
would have to go back and look at my records. I can't 
remember. 

Q Can you give me a general month. 

A I'm going to say 2004. 
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Q Was it in the summer? 

A I don't know. I really dont know. 

Q Did you have any discussions with Rosa 
Whitaker about Idah's attendance at Montgomery 
College? 

A I had a discussion with Rosa Whitaker as 
related to Idah Zirintusa attending Montgomery 
College, yes. 

Q And when was that? 

A 1 would have to look at my records. I dont 
know. 

Q Was this before Idah came to the United 
States? 

A Yes. 

Q And what did Ms. Whitaker say? 

A You know, 1 would not like to try to 
remember conversations from three years ago. To 
summarize what the discussion was about, it had to do 
with her knowing of someone interested in attending 
Montgomery College and us talking about using 
scholarship funds for Idah to attend school. 

Q And what did Ms. Whitaker say about Idah? 
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A As related to the Scholarship Program? 

Q Yes. 

A Basically what I just stated before, that 
she was interested in attending Montgomery College as 
a student here in the U.S. 

Q And did she say anything else about Idah not 
in relation to the Scholarship Program? 

A I cant answer anything that's not related 
to the Scholarship Program. 

MR. WALLER: I want to object to that 
question. 

MS. L1EBERMAN: And what's the basis of the 
objection? 

MR. WALLER: Well, you're asking her to 
basically articulate a conversation that in my opinion 
happened three years ago. She really doesnt have the 
basis upon which she can recall what happened during 
that time frame, so it would be very difficult for her 
to give any correct answer about what transpired over 
three years ago. 

MS. LIEBERMAN: I understand, counsel. Your 
objections under the Federal Rules are supposed to be 
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confined to objections to form and not objections to 
substance of the question, so if you'd like me to 
rephrase because it's a compound question, I can do 
that. 

MR. WALLER: You know, I would appreciate 
it, yeah, rephrase the question, yeah. 

MS. LIEBERMAN: So that your objection is to 
form? 

MR. WALLER: To form. Go ahead. Rephrase 
the question. 
BY MS. LIEBERMAN: 

Q Please describe any discussions you had with 
Rosa Whitaker about Idah Zirintusa before Idah came to 
the United States. 
A From 2004? 

Q My question is not limited to time. 
A Okay. Again, as I recall, the discussions 
that I had with her was her indicating that there was 
a student interested or there was a person interested 
in becoming a student here in the U.S. and interested 
in attending college here. 

Q Did Ms. Whitaker tell you how she met Idah? 
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A Is this related to the Scholarship Program? 

Again I'm not going to answer any questions that don't 

tie directly to the Scholarship Program. 
Q The question is not related to the 

Scholarship Program. 

A Okay. Then I don't plan to answer. 

Q And again m just ask the basis for not 
answering. 

A Because it's not tied to the Scholarship 
Program. 

Q Did Rosa recommend that Idah receive the 
scholarship? 

A I believe that she did, but again this has 
been three years ago. 

Q So it's possible that she didn't? 

A Again it's been three years ago, you know. 
I believe that she did 

Q And when would she have made that 
recommendation? 

A Had to be way prior to Idah even coming to 
the U.S. and prior to us - when I say "us," I'm 
talking about The Whitaker Group Scholarship 
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Program - working with her to do anything so that she 
could become a student. It would have to have been 
prior to that 

Q And why did Rosa recommend Idah? 
A I can't respond to that. 

Q And what's the basis of your refusal to 
respond? 

A Because I dont know. I think that's a 
question better suited for Ms. Whitaker. 

Q Okay. Well, you did testify earlier that 
you are on the Scholarship Committee? 

A That's correct 

Q And did you testify that one of your duties 
is to make recommendations for who receives the 
scholarship? 

A I can make recommendations, yes. 

Q And does Rosa also make recommendations? 

A She can make recommendations, yes. 

Q And are those recommendations communicated 
to you? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. So what, if anything, did Rosa say to 
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you as to why Idah should get a scholarship? 

A Again we're talking about, you know, three 
years ago. I can't recall every conversation that I 
had with Ms. Whitaker from that far back. 

Q Did you also recommend that Idah get a 
scholarship? 

A Normally you only - a recommendation is 
only required from one person. 

Q Did you think Idah should get a scholarship? 
A I can in all fairness say J did not think 
she should or should not get a scholarship. 
Q When did you first meet Idah? 
A Idah came here as a scholarship student in 
2004. You talking about physically met her? 
Q Yes. 

A Okay, physically met her in 2004. 
Q Do you remember what month? 
A You know what? I sent that information to 
your office, and I don't have copies of it with me. 

(Discussion was held off the record.) 
BY MS. UEBERMAN: 

Q Okay, I'm going to repeat my prior question. 
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Do you remember what month Idah came to the United 
States? Actually, I don't think that was my question. 
It was: Do you remember when you met Idah in 2004? 

A Okay, physically met her in person? 

Q Yes. 

A It was in 2004 and it was prior to classes 
starting, and as far as a date, 1 can't - I don't 
know. I would have to check, 

Q Had you had any conversations with Idah 
prior to the time that you physically met her? 

A Prior to her coming to the U.S.? Yes. 

Q How many times did you speak with her? 

A I have no idea. 

Q Was it over e-mail? 

A There was some e-mails and there was some 
phone calls. 

Q Okay. What did you discuss with Idah? 

A My discussions with Idah - and this again 
is as it relates to the Scholarship Program - 
basically had to do with her attending school at 
Montgomery College. 

Q So did you have discussions with Idah other 
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than what was relating to the Scholarship Program? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay, and first what did you discuss with 
Idah in relation to the Scholarship Program? What did 
you tell her? 

A The things that 1 indicated to Idah had to 
do with her attendance at Montgomery College. There 
was information provided as it related to start dates, 
orientation, testing, you know, that kind of stuff. 

Q Did Idah tell you why she wanted to come to 
the United States? 

A She indicated to me - and I can't remember 
specific conversations ~ that she was interested in 
getting a U.S. education. 

Q And did she tell you what her interest was? 

A In terms of field of study? 

Q Okay, in terms of field of study. 

A She may have, and I cant recall right now. 

Q Did she tell you that she wanted to work in 
the United States? 

A That she wanted to work in the United 
States? No. 
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Q Did you have any discussions with Idah about 
her working in the United States? 

A I did have a conversation with Idah and 
indicated to her that because she was here on a 
student visa, she would not be able to work. 

Q And what did she say? 

A She just kind of shrugged. 

Q Was this conversation on the phone? 

A I can't remember. I don't know for sure. 

Q Was this conversation before she came to the 
United States? 

A I would have to - 1 cant remember. I mean 
if it was before she came, it would have been via 
telephone. I know we had a conversation once she was 
here. 

Q So you did have a conversation, once she was 
here, about working? 

A The fact that she was here as a student and 
could not work. 

Q Did you have any other conversations while 
she was here, while Idah was here, about her working? 

A That's, that's the one that I recall 
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Q Okay, so only one conversation? 
A And I don't know if it was once or more than 
once and stuff, because I can't remember the entire 
conversation, but yeah, I remember, you know, 
indicating that she was here on a student visa, and 
she was not eligible to work. 

Q Did you ever speak with Rosa Whitaker about 
how she met Idah? 

A Again if it's not to do with the Scholarship 
Program, you know, I'm not going to answer anything 
that's not related to the Scholarship Program. 

Q Did you ever speak with Rosa Whitaker about 
Idah working? 

A Again if it's not related to the Scholarship 
Program, I'm not going to answer any of those 
questions. 

Q Is it fair to say that the ultimate decision 
on whether or not to give Idah a scholarship rested 
with Rosa? 

A Can you explain that further. When you say 
"ultimate" -

A Did I specifically say it would be for two 
years, is that what you're asking, or any time frame? 

Q No, did you tell ldah any time frame? 

A No, but we discussed the fact that the 
program was a two-year program. I don't know that I 
specifically said to her we wilJ pay for your tuition 
for two years. 

Q Did anyone at The Whitaker Group, to your 
knowledge, communicate that? 

A I can't speak for anyone else at The 
Whitaker Group. 

Q I understand that, but to your knowledge was 
that said - did anyone say that to her, to your 
knowledge? 
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A To my knowledge, no, because you're talking 
specifically about paying her tuition for two years 
through the Scholarship Program, and whether or not 
anybody had indicated that, I can't - to my 
knowledge, no one. 

Q Did ldah ever ask you how long her tuition 
would be paid for? 

A I don't ever recall ldah specifically asking 
how long her tuition would be paid for, although she 
knew that the program at Montgomery College was a 
two-year program. 

Q And how did she know that? 

A It's ~ it's in all of the paperwork at 
Montgomery College. It's on their - I can't remember 
exactly what they sent to her, but in the general 
information that they sent out to all prospective 
students, you know, program descriptions and those 
kinds of things are included. 

Q Before ldah came to the United States, did 
you communicate any conditions of receiving 
scholarship money from The Whitaker Group? 

A Because we assisted her in doing paperwork 
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for the school and because she had indicated her 
intent was to go to school here, we did talk about her 
having to be enrolled. 

Q And when you say "we," you mean you and - 

A ldah, the student. 

Q And did anyone else at The Whitaker Group, 
to your knowledge, communicate any conditions for 
receiving the scholarship money? 

A Again you're asking about conversations 
between ldah and someone other than myself? 

Q Yes. 

A I cant address that. To my knowledge, I 
dont believe anybody did. 

Q Did anyone communicate - sorry. I'm going 
to rephrase that. 

Did you ever communicate to ldah that there 
were circumstances under which she would cease to 
receive scholarship money from The Whitaker Group? 

A Did I ever tell her that there were 
circumstances under which she would cease? I don't 
recall having a conversation with her about 
termination of scholarship funding. 
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Q Okay, so did anyone else ever communicate to 
Idah that her scholarship could be terminated prior to 
her coming to the United States? 

A Again you're asking for a conversation 
outside of my purview, between Idah and somebody else. 

Q To your knowledge. 

A To my knowledge, no. 

Q And once Idah was in the United States, were 
there any conversations about how her scholarship 
could be terminated? 

A I'm trying to think back. I dont recall, 
because that would have been in 20O4. 

Q Okay. I'm going to show you another 
document. 

A Okay. 

MS. LIEBERMAN: This is Whitaker Group 
Exhibit 7. 

(TWG Exhibit No. 7 was marked for 
identification and attached to the deposition 
transcript.) 
BY MS. LIEBERMAN: 

Q Ms. Williams, when you're ready, after you

Q When you say "came to her." where would you 
have come? 

A I would probably have gone - if it was a 
meeting where I went to see her, it would probably 
have been at Rosa's house. 
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Q Did you often meet Idah at Rosa's house? 
A No, I did not. 

Q How many times have you met Idah at Rosa's 
house? 

A I have absolutely no idea. 

Q Is there anyone else who would know how many 
times you met Idah at Rosa's house? 

A No. 

Q How many times did you meet Idah at the 
office? 

A At the office? Not that many times, but I 
can't give you a number. 

Q When Idah came to the office, was this 
ordinarily during business hours? 

A As far as I recall, I want to say yes. 

Q And who at The Whitaker Group would have 
seen Idah when she visited the office? 

A Again if you're getting into The Whitaker 
Group information that's not related to the 
scholarship program, I don't plan to answer. 

MS. UEBERMAN; Counsel, I want to inform 
you on the record that this information, people who 
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saw Idah at The Whitaker Group, is relevant to our 
subpoena and to the claims and defenses in this 
litigation and that at an appropriate time we will 
move to compel this information, so if you don't 
provide it now, we will request that the Court order 
that you provide the information. 

MR. WALLER: Okay. 
BY MS. UEBERMAN: 

Q On the 18th what did you tell Idah about 
this form when you gave it to her to sign? 

A On the 1 8th when we met? 1 wanted her to 
look over it Any of the items and stuff that we had 
provided and stuff that were listed here, I wanted her 
to look at that section very closely, and if she 
agreed with the information that was here, then she 
was to sign and date it that we had done these things. 

Q Did she ask you any questions about the 
form? 

A Not that I recall. She -- what did she ask? 
I don't recall her asking any questions. She did take 
time out to look at the form and stuff before she 
signed. 
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Q Did she make any comments about the form? 
A Not that I recall, and if she did, I cant 
remember what they were. 

Q Did you explain to her why you were asking 
her to sign it at this time? 

A Yes, which I just relayed to you. 
Q And did you explain to her that this 
Scholarship Participation Form pertained to the fall 
semester? 

A I don't think I indicated a semester to her. 
1 dont recall that I did. Fm not sure. 

(Discussion was held off the record.) 
BY MS. UEBERMAN: 

Q I'd like you to turn to the second paragraph 
of the document -- 
A Okay. 

Q - in the second to the last sentence where 
it says, "However, the sponsor will provide a monthly 
stipend." 
A Uh-huh. 
Q What is a sponsor? 
A You're asking me for a definition of what a 
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refunded? 

A No. 

Q Ms. Williams, what is your title at The 
Whitaker Group? 

A My current title is Chief Operating Officer. 

Q And how long have you held that position at 
The Whitaker Group? 

A As COO? 

Q Yes. 

A I can't recall. I can't recall when that 
title became effective. 

Q How long have you been at The Whitaker 
Group? 

A You mean as it relates to the scholarship 
program? 

Q No, I mean how long have you been at The 
Whitaker Group? 

A If it's not related to the scholarship 
program, I'm not answering any of those questions, 

Q What are your primary duties as Chief 
Operating Officer? 

A As it relates to the scholarship program? 
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Q No. 

A Okay. If it's outside of the scholarship 
program, then I'm not answering any questions about 
The Whitaker Group. 

Q Is Rosa Whitaker your sister? 
A Is it about the scholarship program? I 
answer the same as it was before. 

Q Unless I say that it's about the scholarship 
program, just interpret it just as I've stated the 
question. Just to make it go quicker, say "same 
answer." 
A Okay. 

Q Do you have any other family members that 
work at Whitaker Group? 
A Same answer. 

Q How many hours do you work each week? 
A Same answer. 

Q How many days a week do you work? 
A Same answer. 

Q What professional degrees do you have, if 
any? 

A Same answer. 
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Do you have a degree in accounting? 
A Same answer. 

Q Did The Whitaker Group file tax returns for 

2004? 

A Same answer. 

Q Did The Whitaker Group -let me rephrase 
thequestion. Did The Whitaker Group file tax returns 
for the tax year of 2004? 

A Same answer. 

Q What was The Whitaker Group's income for 
2004? 

A Same answer. 

Q How does The Whitaker Group compensate you? 
A Same answer. 

Q Do you receive a bonus at the end of the 
year? 

A Same answer. 

Q How long has Rosa Whitaker been employed by 
The Whitaker Group? 
A Same answer. 

Q How many hours a day does Ms. Whitaker work? 
A Same answer. 
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Q How many days per week does Ms. Whitaker 
work? 

A Same answer. 

Q How many hours does Ms. Whitaker work - 
does Ms. Whitaker spend inside the office? 

A Same answer. 

Q Does Ms. Whitaker typically work late hours? 

A Same answer. 

Q What is Ms. Whitaker's salary? 

A Same answer. 

Q Does Ms. Whitaker receive a bonus? 

A Same answer. 

Q How much does Ms. Whitaker travel on 
average? 

A Same answer. 

Q Does Ms. Whitaker have a secretary? 

A Same answer. 

Q Does she have a personal assistant? 

A Same answer. 

MS. UEBERMAN: One second off the record. 
(Whereupon, a recess was taken from 4:16 
p.m. to 4: 1 7 p.m.) 
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BY MS. UEBERMAN: 

Q Before you came to the deposition, did you 
look at tax information related to The Whitaker Group? 
A Related to The Whitaker Group? No. 
Q Okay. Did you look at any financial 
information related to The Whitaker Group? 

A Not that 1 recall, other than stuff for the 
scholarship program that your office has copies of. 

MS. UEBERMAN: I'm going to take a five- to 
ten-minute break, and we're going to go off the record 
at this time. 

THE WITNESS: Okay. 
(Whereupon, a recess was taken from 
4:24 p.m. to 4:33 p.m.) 
BY MS. UEBERMAN: 

Q Ms. Williams, how did you determine that you 
were the person most qualified to respond to the 
subpoena today? 

A I don't know that I can answer that. 

Q And what's the basis for your - 

A Well- 

Q Excuse mc. Just let me finish for the court 
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Q Who is better qualified to testify about 
that than you? 

A About finances for The Whitaker Group? 
Q Yes. 

A Again the same answer [gave just now. I'm 
not answering any questions as relates to anything 
outside of the scholarship program. It sounds like 
your question has to do with The Whitaker Group 
itself. 

MS. UEBERMAN: And counsel, are you 
instructing the witness not to answer the question 
that I just posed? 

MR. WALLER: Well. I think the witness has 
answered your question. Number two, any conversation 
I have had with my client before and after or during 
this deposition are privileged conversations, and I'm 
not going to discuss the contents of our conversations 
under any circumstances. 

MS. UEBERMAN: So you're going to allow her 
to refuse to testify about the question that I just 
posed about who is most knowledgable at The Whitaker 
Group about the finances of The Whitaker Group? 
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reporter. What is the basis for your opinion that you 04 

can't answer the question? o 4 

A I guess my response would be that as relates 04 

to the scholarship program I probably have more 4 

information than anybody else, and that was my area of 04 

focus, TWG Scholarship Program. o 4 

Q And is it correct that you're testifying o 4 

today that you are not the person who is most informed 04 

to testify about the finances of The Whitaker Group? 04 

A I go back to my same answer I had before as 04 

relates to the Whitaker Group, that since your 4 

question does not specifically ask information about 4 

the scholarship program, then I'm not answering. o 4 

Q Okay, so you're refusing to answer the 04 

question that I'm posing, which is whether or not you 04 

are the person at The Whitaker Group who is most 04; 

informed about the finances; is that correct? 4 : 

A That's correct. o 4 : 

Q Okay, and so you're not going to answer any 04: 

questions related to the finances of The Whitaker 4 : 

Group? 04 . 
A That's correct.

MR. WALLER She answered the question based 
upon information and belief. That's the best answer 
you're going to get 

MS. UEBERMAN: So the answer is no, you're 
not going to - yes, you are going to allow her - 
MR. WALLER fm advising my client to 
testify and answer all questions truthfully, and she 
has done that. 
BY MS. UEBERMAN: 

Q Okay, Ms. Williams, I've noticed that 
through the deposition youVe been jotting down notes; 
is that correct? 
A Yes. 

Q Td ask you to produce those notes to me 
now, and we can make a copy of it, because that is 
discoverable information. 

A Tm going to refuse that, because the notes 
that I've been jotting down, some of which have 
nothing to do with this deposition - 

Q Well, I would renew my request and inform 
you that that is not a relevant basis to refuse to 
give them to us.

continuing obligation to produce any information that 
is relevant to the subpoena, even in 2007, just 
throughout the litigation as any relevant information 
comes up. 

So you didnt look for 2007; that's your 
testimony? 

A Not that I recall, no. 

Q Did you look at bank records in preparing 
for this deposition? 

A Bank records? Not that I recall. 

Q And did you look at credit card statements? 

A Not that I recall, no. 

Q Did you look at wire transfers? 

A I can't remember. I want to say that maybe 
1 did not, but I can't remember for sure. 

Q So you're really not prepared to testify 
today as a witness representative of The Whitaker 
Group, are you? 

A I'm as prepared, I think, as anyone can be, 
given the information that 1 came here to respond to, 
which was the scholarship information. 

Q Yet you don't have that information related 
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to bank records and the scholarship program, right? 

A I did not look at bank records as relates to 
the scholarship program. 

Q So you're unprepared to testify as to the 
bank records that might have to do with the 
scholarship program? 

A I'm not going to say I'm not prepared, 
because for the most part we had copies of checks for 
those things that we funded as relates to the 
scholarship program, 

Q But you're not prepared to talk about wire 
transfers that may have been made in connection to the 
scholarship program? 

A I cant answer that, no. 

Q Why not? 

A Because I can't remember all of the 
information that I looked at. 

Q But there was a wire transfer you testified 
earlier about? 

A Yes. As I said, I can't respond to that 
now, because -- there was information and stuff, I'm 
pretty sure, but I did not pull information. This is 
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just from memory. 

Q So you're really not prepared to talk about 
that? 

A I guess if you want to phrase it like (hat. 
then I'm not prepared. 
Q So you're no? 
A Okay. 

MS. UEBERMAN: Well, at this time I'm going 
lo - we will adjourn at this time. I don't have any 
further questions at this time. 

MR. LAKATOS: Right. I think as you 
understand, we are going to move to compel the 
testimony that you're withholding. 

MR. WALLER: You know, the last time I 
checked, it was a good court, there was a lot of 
people coming with that motion, so I look forward to 
seeing you in court, counsel.
